ith the first presidential 
debate complete and its 
spin cycle nearly over, the 
two understudies are getting ready to 
take the main stage.

Pence, Trump’s running mate, is taking a 
decidedly un-Trump-Hke approach to the vice 
presidential debate. He’s preparing for it. 

The Indiana governor and former 12-year 
congressman held mock debate sessions with 
^^sconsin Gov. Scott Walker as a stand-in, 
studying up on issues likely to be raised and 
making sure he avoids the criticisms of being 
unprepared that dogged Trump after his un- 
even performance a week ago. “^JCb’re going to 
do our level best to be ready,” Pence told con- 
servative radio host Hugh Hewitt last week.

Pence and Kaine are practiced public speak- 
ers with lengthy political careers who should 
bring a high level of polish to the undercard de- 
bate. Pence is a former talk radio host; Kaine a 
former Harvard-trained trial lawyer. 

But both have played dramatically different 
roles since they were picked to be the No. 2s. 

Pence has frequently been on the hot seat 
defending, deflecting and explaining some of 
his unconventional running mate’s more in- 
flammatory comments and views. It’s made 
for some awkward moments, with Pence de- 
fending Trump’s praise of Russian President 
VTadimir Putin, Trump’s apparent support

What to do in those CTA 
*Ew, is that ...?* moments 


With colder weather 
and the holidays on 
the horizon, it’s likely 
you’ll see an increase 
in homeless people 
seeking shelter on 
CTA buses and trains 
and in stations, not to 
mention intoxicated 
partiers stumbling 
home from festive 
shenanigans. So it’s a 
good time to mention 
some of the unsanitary 
conditions you might encounter. 

It’s good to know what you can and should 
do if you stumble upon these five situations, 
and what the CTA does to keep things clean. 
Because no one has time for urine-soaked seats 
and vomit-coated floors. No. One. 

Feces 

Instead of taking a picture of a pile of poop 
on a train floor and posting it on social media, 
why not tell a CTA employee about the mess? 

“When CTA receives a report of any un- 
sanitary conditions, including bodily fluids of 
any kind, the operator immediately closes off 
the rail car or bus to prevent passengers from 
entering,” CTA spokeswoman Irene Ferradaz 
wrote in an email. “The car/bus is then pulled 
from service so that maintenance crews spe- 
cially trained in handling these incidents can 
thoroughly clean and disinfect the vehicle.” 

Urine 

Nothing can ruin your day quicker than sitting 
on a pee-soaked seat or having the stench of 
stale urine waft up your nostrils during your 
commute. While it sucks, chances are you’re 
just in the wrong place at the wrong time. 

“CTA rail cars and buses are cleaned daily 
both before and after each trip, and again at 
the end of each day” Ferradaz said. “They also 
receive deep cleanings on a regular basis.” 

If you happen to see a heathen peeing off 
the platform, immediately report it to the op- 
erator or rail customer assistant at the station. 


Blood 

During the colder months, the hot, dry air on 
rail cars and buses is enough to give anyone a 
nosebleed. And heaven forbid someone gets 
seriously injured. Blood is considered biohaz- 
ardous waste, so it’s really important to notify 
the CTA immediately if you come across it. 

“The more detail a customer can pro- 
vide— such as date, time, route and four-digit 
vehicle number— the quicker CTA can take 
the necessary steps to rectify the situation,” 
Ferradaz wrote. 

Vomit 

Maybe offer the person a napkin if you see 
them getting sick, but certainly make the 
CTA operator aware of the mess. Buses and 
trains are clean when they go into service, but 
customer use is what leads to uncleanliness. 

“For example, on Red and Blue Lines, total 
travel time from terminal to terminal can 
reach 1.5 hours — a period during which liter- 
ally thousands of riders can board and alight 
the train,” Ferradaz wrote. 

Bugs 

With a recent bed bug scare last week on the 
CTA, in which a passenger alleged that he en- 
countered more than 30 bugs on a row of Red 
Line seats, it’s enough to make your skin crawl. 

‘As soon as we received a report earlier this 
week about potential pests on the Red Line, 
the affected rail car was removed from ser- 
vice and treated by extermination profession- 
als,” Ferradaz wrote. “We administer pest- 
control treatments regularly to our fleet.” 

It’s up to us to be vigilant in the face of not- 
so-clean circumstances. If YOU don’t want to 
step in a soggy pile of barf or spend 30 minutes 
breathing in the stench of an outhouse, neither 
does anyone else. The CTA will work to get 
it cleaned up as long as we let them know it’s 
there. Oh, and wash your hands, just because.

You know their last names: Thome, 
Robertson, Eaton, Wood, soon- to-be 
Bryant. But the women behind White 
Sox and Cubs players —in case there is 
some way you didn^t know— are much 
more than their marital status. 

With TV shows such as El’s “WAGs,” 
which explores the (largely lavish and exag- 
gerated) lives of wives and girlfriends of pro 
athletes, making assumptions about the sig- 
nificant others of Sox and Cubs players would 
be easy, but it wouldn’t be right. 

“[TV shows] go around and they find wom- 
en that are more interested in being an actress 
or a model or something as opposed to just 


the everyday normal women that 90 percent 
of us are,” said Brittany W)od, wife of Cubs 
pitcher Travis W^od. ‘Anybody that has met 
us at the field or guys’ events, everyone kind 
of knows most of these girls are not what you 
see on TV” 

A way to give back 

For most of the Sox and Cubs’ significant oth- 
ers, being married or engaged to an athlete is 
less an excuse to spend outrageous amounts 
of money on a purse and more about seizing 
opportunities they wouldn’t have otherwise. 

Wood, for instance, worked odd jobs 
throughout her husband’s time in the minor 
leagues “just to help pay the bills” until he got 
called up to the Cincinnati Reds in 2010. 

“I knew immediately that as soon as we 
coxild and were in a spot where we were able.

The Robertsons did service work together, 
including volunteering their time to the Pan- 
creatic Cancer Action Network, which is de- 
voted to researching the disease that claimed 
Erin Robertson’s father’s life earlier this year, 
and other events through the Yankees. But 
with her daytime work hours and David’s 
game schedules conflicting, Erin Robertson 
decided to cultivate her public service in a dif- 
ferent way 

“That lifestyle that was the opposite of real 
life. He was working at night, I was working 
during the day and we never saw each other,” 
Robertson said. “Einally I decided, ‘You know 
what, we are fortunate enough, I can do [char- 
ity work] full time,’ so I left my job so I could 
pursue the nonprofit part.” 

The two were working with various chari- 
ties when tornadoes hit David’s hometown of 
Tuscaloosa, Ala., in 2011. The two hopped on 
a flight from New Y)rk on David’s next off- 
day— “Those are few and far between in base- 
ball,” Erin Robertson said. 

‘All of these places that we had known and 
loved were gone and unrecognizable,” she add- 
ed. “We never went into this world thinking 
that natural disaster work is where we wanted 
to be, but so many people needed our help.” 

The two eventually started an organization 
called High Socks for Hope to ensure that 
all the money donated to the tornado efforts 
would be put to good use. Now Erin Robertson 
serves as executive director of the organiza- 
tion, and her husband is chief executive officer. 

While some with preconceived notions 
of what it means to be the wife of an athlete 
may see this as giving up a career for the sake 
of her husband’s success, for Robertson and 
other spouses, it’s a matter of doing more for 
others. 

“We should continue doing this for as long 
as we can and as long as he has this platform,” 
she said. 

Pursuing her passions 

Jessica Delp, fiancee of Cubs third baseman 
Kris Bryant, credits the team with affording 
her the chance to pursue her passions, even if 
they don’t manifest in a 9-to-5 way 

‘As long as I can remember, community 
service and philanthropy work have been 
passions of mine,” said Delp, referring to her 
time working on homeless initiatives in high 
school and at the University of Nevada-Las 
Vegas. “This platform that Kris has just en- 
ables me to continue that work.” 

Bryant proposed to Delp in December, but 
they have been together since their sopho- 
more year of high school in Las Vegas. And 
while things haven’t changed much between 
the two of them, the public perception of their 
relationship has shifted post-engagement. 

“There was a lot of misunderstanding 
about why exactly we were dating,” Delp

said, speaking to casual assumptions that can 
be attached to those who date pro athletes. 
“But now that we’re engaged, people seem to 
respect me a little bit more and validate our 
relationship.” 

Teaming up with other Cubs wives, Delp 
and Wood work on coordinating the an- 
nual Race to Wrigley which this year raised 
$350,000 for Cubs Charities. The two also 
create Players’ Eavorite Things Baskets, 
which are put up for charitable auction, a tra- 
dition shared by the Sox. 

Always making time for kids 

Katie Eaton, wife of Sox outfielder Adam 
Eaton, also crafts Eavorite Things baskets. 
If you had told her seven years ago that she 


and Adam would be where they are today- 
part of a major-league team in Chicago— she 
wouldn’t have believed it. 

“We pinch ourselves all the time,” she said. 
“How did we end up here?” 

Adam Eaton was drafted by the Arizona 
Diamondbacks in 2010, during Katie’s sopho- 
more year at Miami University in Ohio. She 
earned her degree in health sciences and 
promotions and went to work for Verizon 
Wireless in Michigan before intermittently 
coaching softball, the sport she played at the 
collegiate level. 

She and her husband both work with the 
Dragonfly Eoundation, a Chicago- and Cin- 
cinnati-based charity that benefits children 
with cancer, and Adam participates in a bar- 
tending event each year to support the orga- 
nization. 

“Through my {softball} team we were al- 
ways giving back to the community in Mi- 
ami,” she said. “This was something that was 
important to me before I even met Adam.” 

Eaton recently gave birth to a son, Brayden, 
so this season has been more hectic than usual 
in the Eaton household. Still, Katie and Adam 
take time to go on hospital visits and outreach 
trips in the community 

“Those visits really resonate with both of 
us; we leave there and just can’t believe the 
strength of some of these kids,” Katie Eaton 
said. “But they only have smiles on their faces 
[despite their health challenges}. It’s selfishly 
rewarding for us because we just get so much 
out of it, too.” 


Anchor-turned-novelist 

Andrea Thome, wife of former Sox slugger Jim 
Thome, remembers her time as a baseball play- 
er’s wife fondly She attended Bowling Green 
State University in Ohio and became a broad- 
cast news anchor in that state before she mar- 
riedjim in 1998; he was playing for the Cleveland 
Indians at the time. When his seasons started 
conflicting with broadcast “sweeps,” Thome 
paused her career to start a family enacting 
what she called a “temporary retirement.” 

After her husband, a Peoria native, came to 
the Sox in 2006, the retirement became semi- 
permanent, with Andrea Thome focusing 
instead on her work with Children’s Home + 
Aid, an organization she and her husband dis- 
covered through the Sox. 

“We had always leaned toward organiza- 
tions that worked with children or women in 
crisis,” Andrea Thome said. 

Since her husband’s 2012 retirement, life 
has settled down a bit, allowing Andrea to 
write a novel. “Walland,” which was released 
in August, is a love story set in the Tennes- 
see town that bears that name, where Thome 
has vacationed. She remains a member of the 
Woman’s Board for Children’s Home + Aid, 
and the Thornes coordinate a benefit dinner 
for the Peoria Children’s Hospital. 

“They’ve always been so supportive of 
Jim,” Thome said of the Sox, who still buy a 
table at the hospital benefit dinner every year. 
“They’re such a generous and philanthropic 
organization, truly”
